CHILD RIDNAPED 
FROM HOME IN 
CHICAGO, $20,000 
RANSOM DEMAND 


OPA Executive Makes 
Radio Plea to Abduc- 
tor Saying, ‘I'll Give 
You the Money’ if He 
Returns Daughter, 6. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 7 (‘AP)—A 6- 
year-old girl was kidnaped from 
her bed for $20,000 ransom early 
today and her father promised 
her abductor, “if it’s money you 
want, I can get it.” . 

James Degnan, 36 years old, a 
$7500-a-year Government employe, 
appealed by radio for the kidnaper 
to get in touch with him. 

“I give you my promise there 
will be no trap,” he concluded his 
plea broadcast over WBBM. 

Earlier he called on the kid- 
maper to surrender his blue-eyed, 
golden-haired daughter, Suzanne, 
with a promise, “I'll give you the 
money.” 

The radio appeals were made by 
Degnan, a Chicago OPA executive, 
after the Chicago City News Bu- 
reau reported the kidnaper had 
telephoned the family to repeat 
the ransom demand made in a 
note found near the child’s bed. 

Degnan’s Appeal. 

The note, warning against noti- 
ying the police, was found by 
police. Degnan, in his radio ap- 
peal, gave this explanation. 

“I went into the child’s bedroom 
this morning. The window was 
open to the top and Suzanne was 
gone. My first thought was to 
call the police. This I did. When 
hey arrived we found a ransom 
note asking for $20,000. 

“As things stand I have the as- 
surance of police of immunity if 
the kidnaper or kidnapers will tell 
me how to contact them. 

“I know the note asked me not 
to notify the police and to burn 
the note. It’s too late now not to 
notify police but I assure you that 
I have burned the note. I promise 
you that no harm will come to 
you if you contact me’ immedi- 
ately, and let me know how to get 
jn touch with you.” 

Then he addressed his child: 

“If Suzanne is listening please 
be a good girl and do as you are 
told. If you do this, Suzanne, I 
know that no harm will com to 
you.” 

Resuming his plea to the kid- 
Maper, Degnan continued: 

“Please get in touch with me 
quickly. I don’t have the money 
but if it’s money you want, I can 
get it. 

“Please get in touch with me 
and let me know where I can get 
get in touch with you and I will 
come right away. 

“I will give you my promise 
there will be no trap.” 

Another Broadcast. 

In an earlier broadcast over 
WMAQ, Degnan pleaded, “If you 
have any sympathy or understand- 
ing in your heart, you will return 
the child to the family,” He added: 

“Please let me know what I can 
do, how I can contact you. I'll 
give you the money. I'll do any- 
thing to get my child back. If 
you harm her, God will repay you. 
Please, please do not harm her.” 

The child was missed from her

Boys Admit Smashing 
Equipment in 13 Rooms 
at Fremont — Damage 
Put at $7000,

Fremont school, 2840 Wisconsin 
avenue, turned into a shambles 
over the weekend by six youths 
who demolishéd the equipment in 
all but four of its 17 classrooms, 
was closed today to enable em- 
ployes of the office of the building 
commissioner of the Board of 
Education to clean up the wreck- 
age. | 

The boys, ranging in age from 
13 to 16 years, were arrested and 
turned over to juvenile authorities 
after the damage was reported to 
police by Gilbert Tentschert, cus- 
todian, who discovered it yester- 
day afternoon, Police estimated 
the damage at $7000. 

When Tentschert entered the 
building, he found the glass in 
the book cases broken and the 
books torn and scattered on the 
floor. Teachers’ desks had been 
ransacked and overturned, filing 
cabinets forced open and their 
contents strewn about. The floors 
and walls of most of the class- 
rooms were sprayed with fire ex- 
tinguishers. ; 

The master clock which con- 
trols bells in all of the rooms 
was torn from the wal] and shat- 
tered; a mimeograph machine 
had been throwri on the floorT, 
and maps and graduation pictures 
hanging in the halls were trampled 
and torn. Even a spare pair of 
eyeglasses in the office of Prin- 
cipal Marshall C. Crouch did not 
escape destruction. 

The youths, who spread paste 
on desk seats and wrote obsceni- 
ties on the blackboards, were ar- 
rested after police had questioned 
a number e* boys in the neighbor- 
hood. Thy said they visited the 
school twice on Friday night and 
three times Saturday, gaining en- 
trance by breaking a basement 
window. 

Officers said the boys told them 
they originally entered the build- 
ing to steal money, but, when they 
were unable to find any, decided 
to wreck the rooms of teachers 
and former teachers whom they 
did not like, Four of the boys 
still attend the school and two are

GROUP {0 STUDY 
SAFEGUARDS FUR 
U.S. ATOM SECRET 


Action Taken as Some 
American Delegates to 
U.N.O, Move for As- 
surance of Protection 


of Know-How. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Byrnes today 
announced the appointment of a 
five-member. committee to study 


“controls and safeguards” needed 
to protect United States atomic 
energy know-how. 

A few hours before his sched- 
uled take-off for London, where 
he will attend the United Nations 
General Assembly, Byrnes named 
the following members to the com- 
mittee: 

Undersecretary of State Dean 
Acheson, who will act as chair- 
man; John J. McCloy, former as- 
sistant secretary of war; Dr. Van- 
nevar Bush, Dr. James B. Conant, 
and Maj. Gen. Leslie R. Groves, 
the three men who supervised and 
directed the development of atomic 
energy. 

The State Department announce- 
ment said Byrnes was establish- 
ing the committee in anticipation 
of “favorable action by'the United 
Nations Organization on the pro- 
posal for the establishment of a 
commission to consider the prob- 
lems arising as to the control of 
atomic energy and other weapons 
of possible mass destruction.” 

Naming of Group a Surprise. 

The committee’s study will be 
turned over to the persons even- 
tually selected to represent the 
United States on the atomic en- 
ergy commission, the announce- 
ment said. It concluded: 

“The committee will be request- 
ed, while engaged in their study, 
that they keep in touch with the 
appropriate congressional com- 
mittees.” 

Appointment of the committee 
came as a complete surprise to 
most State Department officials. 

It was belieVed to be the result 
of reports from London indicating 
some of the American delegates to 
the U.N.O.—particularly Senator 
Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan — 
were concerned over whether the 
atomic commission plan drawn up 
at Moscow recently would protect 
American industrial knowledge on 
manufacture of the atom bomb. 

In that connection, a State De- 
partment press officer said that 
Byrnes, before his departure, 
would have another statement on 
“the Vandenberg thing.” 

Delegates of the 51 members of 
the U.N.O. will convene Thursday 
in London in the first meeting of 
the General Assembly. London dis- 
patches said the issue of safe- 
guarding the American atomic se- 
crets probably would force a re- 
view of the atomic energy plan 
agreed on by the Big Three foreign 
ministers. 

The discussion was expected to 
be held as soon as Byrnes arrives 
and béfore the United Nations be- 
gin work on international atomic 
controls in line with the formal 
resolution submitted:on behalf of 
the United States, Britain, Canada, 
Russia, France and China. 

Vandenberg and some other 
American delegates continue to 
inSist that the ‘full security” as- 
surances given Vandenberg by 
President Truman Dec. 29 are not

F.D.R.'S WASHINGTON CHURCH 
DEDICATES MEMORIAL PLAQUE 


Adm. Leahy Says Late President’s 
Faith Helped Him Surmount 
Physical Handicaps, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7 (AP)— 
The church that Franklin D. 
Roosevelt attended while Presi- 
dent—St. Thomas Episcopal—yes- 
terday dedicated a plaque in his 
memory. Adm, William D. Leahy, 
personal chief of staff to the late 
President, gave the dedicatory ad- 
dress in behalf of President Tru- 
man who was unable to attend, 

“Franklin Roosevelt's faith in 
God was one of the guiding prin- 
ciples of his life,” Leahy said. 
“With the help of this faith, he 
was able to surmount physical 
handicaps, to lead his country 
through a depression and through 
a war to within sight of final vic- 
tory.” 

The bronze tablet was affixed 
to the outer wall of the front ves- 
tibule. It reads: “Church of 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. As- 
sistant Secretary_of the Navy, 1913 
to 1920--veatrymfan, President of 
the United States to 1945—hon- 
orary warden.”

Heads of both the St. Louis 
County League of Municipalities 
and of the St. Louis County Cham- 
ber of Commerce today agreed to 
co-operate in the campaign to 
eliminate smoke from the St. 
Louis area. 

Support of the campaign by the 
two county organization heads 
came after Charles J. Riley, St. 
Louis director of public safety, 
who represents Mayor Aloys P. 


Kaufmann in the smoke-elimina- 
tion drive, called a meeting for to- 
morrow morning to df&cuss the 
county smoke problem. Repre- 
sentatives of the Metropolitan 
Plan Commission, the Associated 
Retailers, St. Louis Medical As- 
sociation and the Chamber of 
Commerce will discuss the situa- 
tion with city officials, Riley said, 
and set a date for a later meeting 
of municipal and business repre- 
sentatives from the entire area. 

At the same time, a survey 
the Post-Dispatch showed that ef- 
fective smoke-control measures 
exist in principal communities, al- 
though some have relaxed control 
as a wartime measure. 

East Side C. of C. to Help. 

As action was taken to extend 
the smoke elimination campaign 
to St. Louis county, directors of 
the East St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce today offered to “co- 
operate with city officials in any 
program they may undertake,” but 
expressed a desire to “recognize 
economic factors in our situation,” 
in moving to eliminate the East 
Side smoke nuisance. 

Specifically, the board, in a 
statement issued by Charles Spil- 
ker, secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce, declared that it did 
not wish to “jeopardize” relation- 
ships with coal miners in the area 
or to “be a party to a program 
that will raise the price of coal 
to the small consumer.” 
Ibert, vice president of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, acted as chair- 
man of the session held at the 
Broadview Hotel. 

Younty to Name Committee. 

Girard C. Varnum, president of 
the St. Louis County Chamber of 
Commerce, today assured Riley of 
co-operation of his group “in the 
campaign to rid the metropolitan 
area of smoke.” Varnum said the 
county chamber of Commerce im- 
mediately would appoint a com- 
mittee to work with Riley in the 
campaign. 

Riley also invited the St. Louis 
County League of Municipalities 
to participate in the drive. 

John D. Coffman, mayor of 
Overland and president of the St. 
Louis County League of Munici- 
palities, said today that he would 
“be happy to co-operate in every 
way we can” with tie effort to 
extend smoke elimination to the 
county. 

“During the war,” he said, “all 


‘of the municipalities have relaxed 


enforcement of smoke ordinances, 
I suppose, because materials were 
not available, either in the way of 
smokeless fuels or stokers. I agree 
that it is time we renewed our ef- 
fort.” 

Smoke Survey. 

The Post-Dispatch survey shows 
that of incorporated areas . in 
St. Louis county, 21 have smoke 
control, including 18 which have 
smoke-abatement ordinances and 
three which control smoke through 
subdivision deed restrictions, 

Adoption of smoke abatement 
ordinances by county communities 
was proposed by the League of 
Municipalities in 1940. A number 
of communities adopted such ordi- 
nances, which generally coincide

Responsible for Atrocities. 

According to a biography pre 
pared by the office of the United 
States chief of counsel, Bach-Ze- 
lewski, when commander of anti- 
partisan units on the entire Rus- 
sian front, was “responsible for 
many atrocities in which he is 
reputed to have taken personal 
part.” 

But even he was revolted, he 
testified, by the “unnecessary ex- 
cesses” of butchery perpetrated 
against Russian civilians.

MADE PROGRESS 


U. S. Envoy Meets for 3

CHUNGKING, Jan. 7 (AP)— 
Gen. George C. Marshall met today 
with Central Government and Chi- 
nese Communist peace negotiators, 
and at the end of the first session 
declared, “We have made prog- 
ress.” 

President Truman's special en- 
voy, making his first comment 
since he stepped into the midst of 
the Chinese negotiationseafter the 
rivals agreed to procedures lead- 
ing to a truce, said the confer- 
ences would be resumed tomorrow. 


Marshall conferred for about 
three hours with Gen. Chou En- 
lai, head of the delegation the 
Communists sent here to talk 
peace, and Gen. Chang Chun, rep- 
resenting the Chinese Government. 

All three emerged = smiling. 
Chang and Chou agreed with Mar- 
shall that progress had been made. 


Early Truce Predicted. 

Earlier, Chou had predicted that 
a truce halting China’s civil tur- 
moil would be made effective be- 
fore Thursday, when China’s all- 
party conference opens its peace 
meeting designed to skirt the peril 
of civil war and work out a pro- 
gram of peace and unity. 

It was reported reliably that the 
cease-fire order would be given 
when the committee of three con- 
cludes its work, possibly tomorrow. 

It was understood that no politi- 
cal problems were touched upon 
at today’s session, which was de- 
voted entirely to a discussion of 
details for the truce and the res- 
toration of China’s paralyzed com- 
munications. 

Full Statement Later. 

After the conference, Marshall 
told reporters it would be “highly 
undesirable” to disclose the char- 
acter of the talks now, but prom- 
ised that a full statement would 
be made when they are finished. 

To this Chou added: “It’s been 
a good morning.” 

“It went very well,” added Chang. 

Agreement of both factions on 
procedures for the ending of hos- 
tilities was announced Saturday. 
Marshall signified his willingness 
to serve on the committee of three 
shortly after the appointments of 
Chou and Chang were announced. 

Communist and government 
leaders reportedly were studying 
-the first draft of cease-fire orders 
today. As soon as the two parties 
agree on wording, the orders will 
be submitted for Gen. Marshall's 
approval, reported Dr. Lo Lung- 


chi, a spokesman for China's Dem- 


ocratic League. 


Lo said the proposed truce would 
hot apply to Manchuria, because 
it was not regarded as a zone of 
hostilities Observers here said 
this might indicate that the Chi- 
nese Communists were reconciled 
to control of Manchuria by Chiang 
Kai-shek’s National government. 

Occupation of that industrially- 
rich area by Chiang’s troops 
meanwhile proceeded without re- 
ported opposition.

GEN: CHENNAULT IN SHANGHAI 
FOR POSTWAR TRADE SURVEY 


SHANGHAI, Jan. 7 (AP)—Ma)j.

TESTIFIES TOP MEN 
MUST HAVE KNOWN 


NUERNBERG, Jan. 7 (AP)— 
Waffen S.8. Lt. Gen. Erich von 
dem Bach-Zelewski told the In- 
ternational Military Tribunal] to- 
day that the Nazis attacked Rus- 
sia with a goal of wiping out 30,- 
000,000 Slavs. 

The 46-year-old ardent Nazi 
calmly admitted that brutality was 
directed especially against parti- 
sans on the eastern front and as- 
serted that the German high com- 
mand could not have helped being 
fully aware of the methods used. 


Bach-Zelewski testified that 
Himmler set the figure of 30,000,- 
000 Slavs to be eliminated. He 
said there were no written orders 
on how to deal with partisans, but 
he declared that the methods used 
“certainly were known,” because 
full reports were made on every 
operation. 

United States prosecutors were 
attempting to prove that the Ger- 
man higk command and general 
staff were as guilty of war atroci- 
ties as were the most fanatical 
Nazis, 

Secret Nazi documents, intro- 
duced at the international war 
crimes trial, disclosed that orders 
were issued foi the immediate 
execution to the last man of Al- 
lied Commando units landed in 
Norway. ® 
The orders admitted that the 
“terror and sabotage” units—espe- 
cially British Commandos — had 
seriously hampered the German 
war machine. 

The German command was 
charged directly with ordering the 
liquidation of all members of Brit- 
ish, American and Russian mili- 
tary missions captured in the 
southeast, 

Four Directly Accused. 


Four defendants—Field Marshal 
Wilhelm Keitel, chief of the Ger- 
man high command; Col. Gen. 
Alfred Jodl, chief of staff of the 
Army; Grand Adm. Kar] Doenitz, 
commander in chief of the Navy; 
and Grand Adm. Erich Raeder, 
former Nazi Navy commander— 
were accused of having issued the 
liquidation orders offered in evi- 
dence. 

Executions were carried out 
without trials, the documents in- 
dicated. In some cases the exe- 
cutions came sc speedily that 
commanders were _ reprimanded 
for failing to interrogate prisoners 
before shooting them. 


Seeking to break down the con- 
tention that the generals were 
merely professional soldiers obey- 
ing orders, Col. Telford Taylor, 
one of the United States prosecu- 
tors, presented a document signed 
by Keitel instructing wholesale 
slaughter in Russia. 

The order was issued in May 
1941, a month before the German 
attack on Russia. It tended to 
bear out previous testimony that 
the High Command was fully 
aware that Himmler’s liquidation 
task forces would be sent with the 
army to wipe out Jews and po- 
litically active Communists. 


The documents quoted Keitel as 
saying that when judging offenses 
committed against Russian civil- 
ians “it must be borne in mind, 
whatever the circumstances, that 
the collapse of Germany in 1918 
and the subsequent sufferings of 
the German people and the fight 
against National Socialism, which 
cost the blood of innumerable sup- 
porters of the movement, were 
caused primarily by the Bolshevik 
influence and that no German has 
forgotten this fact.’ 

Verdict Before May Unlikely. 

Despite attempts to speed up 
the trial, considerable doubt was 
expressed in some quarters that a 
verdict would be returned by the 
firs. anniversary of the war’s end 
in May. 

American prosecutors hope to 
finish their case this week, but 
the French and Russian prosecut- 
ors probably will require at least 
a month to present their evidence.

Woman’s Identity Kept 
Secret—She Picks Out 
Photo of Ex-Convict, 
Associate of 2 Others 
Who Were Shot. 


A former convict who was an 
associate of Lawrence W. Drewer 
is being sought as one of the two 
gunmen who cornered Drewer and 
shot him to death, Chief of De- 
tectives Herman Siebels reported 
today. 

An additional witness, a woman 
who was passing the corner of 
North Sarah street and West Pine 
boulevard when the shooting oc- 
curred last Friday night, has 
identified the ex-convict from a 
rogues’ gallery photograph as one 
of the gunmen. 

The woman, whose name was 
withheld for her own protection, 
told police she saw two men run 
from the scene of the shooting 
and speed away in a cream-col- 
ored sedan. One of the men, she 
said, closely resembled the former 
convict whose photograph she se- 
lected from the files at police 

eadquarters. 

2 Dadian witness, Mrs. David 
Litsis, 4475 West Pine, who was 
used by Drewer as a shield in an 
effort to protect himself, has given 
police a description of one of the 
gunmen. 

Carefully Set Trap. 

Drewer, 3l-year-old gangster, 
had a woman friend who formerly 
lived in an apartment at Morth 
Sarah and West Pine, but police 
have discounted the theory Drew- 
er was on the way to visit her 
when he was killed. They believe 
someone in the gangster’s confi- 
dence picked him up near his 
home in Collinsville, Ill, and drove 
him into a carefully set trap in 
St. Louis. 

Drewer’s wife told police her 
husband left his two automobiles 
at home Friday afternoon and an- 
nounced he was going to St. Louis 
by bus. Police said the gangster 
did very little traveling by public 
conveyance, and expressed the be- 
lief he was picked up by an asso- 
ciate on the East Side. 

The former convict suspected of 
being one of the killers is known 
to have been an associate not only 
of Drewer but of Howard W. 
Akers and Fabian DeClue, whose 
bodies were found last Thanksgiv- 
ing day in an automobile near 
Creve Coeur Lake. It was thought 
the two had been shot to death in 
an argument over division of 
money stolen from tavern phono- 
graphs. 

Revenge Theory. 

Drewer, an expert safecracker, 
headed a gang which specialized 
in robbing safes in post offices 
and banks in small towns, police 
said. It was known that more 
than one associate of his had dis- 
appeared mysteriously after re- 
ceiving a large sum of money as 
his share of loot, and police be- 
lieve members of the gang, con- 
Vinced that Drewer was a double- 
crosser who was murdering and 
robbing his own associates, had 
decided to get revenge. 

Ten men have been taken into 
custody for questioning about the 
killing. One of these was An- 
thony Giardano, who was ar- 
rested when he appeared in Cir-

A silver plaque, a replica of the 
seal of the State of Missouri, was 
presented to the officers and men 
of the battleship Missouri, upon 
whose decks the Japanese surren- 
der terms were signed, in cere- 


monies yesterday at Flat River, 
Mo. The presentation was made 
by Gov. Phil M. Donnelly to Capt. 
Roscoe H. Hillenkoetter, a native 
St. Louisan and commanding offi- 
cer of the famous battleship. 


It was a gala day in the little 
city, which is in the heart of the 
Missouri lead belt. Some 5000 
persons from the area turned out 
for the celebration, sponsored by 
the St. Joseph Lead Co. The 
crowd was in festive mood. Heads 
turned upward in excitement as 
Navy Sea Hawk planes zoomed 
low over the gathering. Speeches 
were punctuated by the roar of 
the five planes, which were flown 
by members of Missouri's aviation 
unit. 

Sixteen men from the crew of 
the “Mighty Mo,” as the battle- 
ship is familiarly known, were in 
attendance at the ceremony, hav- 
ing been brought there from New 
York, where the battleship is now 
at anchor. Among them was Eu- 
gene Charles Rudy, 24-year-old 
shipfitter, a native of Flat River, 
who stood on his chair on the 
speakers’ platform and received 
the plaudits of the crowd. 

Six Men From St. Louis, 
Also included in the 16 men of 
the ship’s crew were six men from 
St. Louis. They are Fireman Casimo 
Catanzaro, Pharmacist Mate Wil- 
liam Donnelly, Machinist Mate 
Robert E, Murphy, Steward Rob- 
ert Smith, Fireman Norbert Theo- 
bald and Pharmacist Mate John 
Clay Bollinger.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7 (AP)— 
President Truman expressed con- 
fidence today that the “spirit of 
co-operation” will characterize all 


operations of the British-Ameri- 
can inquiry into the Palestine 
problem, 

In a statement issued as the 
group opened hearings, the White 
House said: 

“The President is glad to note 
that the committee has started its 
proceedings so promptly. It is to 
be hoped that the committee will 
be able successfully to complete 
its examination of the various 
matters contained in its terms of 
reference.

He 
began by repeating his recommen- 
dation “that the only real solution 
lies in quick evacuation of non- 
repatriatable Jews in Germany 
and Austria to Palestine.” 

Harrison said it was his -im- 
pression that Palestine was the 
first choice of Jews in Austria 
and Germany, adding: 

“This seems to be the only place 
in which they. seem to feel they 
would have tolerance.” 

He urged that Jews be re-estab- 
lished in Germany and Austria 
as an example to the Nazis of a 
principle for which the Allies 
stand. 

Replies to Morgan Charges. 
Harrison commented on a state- 
ment by Lt. Gen. Sir Frederick 
Morgan, operations chief in Ger- 
many for the United Nations Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Adminis- 
tration, that Jews entering the 
American zone from Poland were 
well-fed, well-clothed and _ had 
money, and that there were in- 
dications of a secretly-organized 
mass movement. 

“I visited several 
July,” Harrison said, “and talked 
with Jews from Poland. They 
came back on foot, bicycles, by 
any means they could to concen- 
tration camps and displaced per- 
sons camps. Places we would not 
want to live in—in preference to 
living in Poland, They expressed 
a sincere feeling their lives were 
not safe in Poland.” 

Gen. Morgan's resignation since 
has been asked for by his supe- 
rior in London. 

Harrison testiffed Gen. Morgan 
was right in expressing concern 
that UNRRA is only a temporary 
organization. Harrison said he 
hoped the British-American com- 
mittee would recommend setting 
up a more permanent organiza- 
tion. 

“We will have displaced persons 
with us for vears,” he said. 


British Confer With Arabs on 
Continuing Palestine Quota 
LONDON, Jan 7 (AP)—A For- 
eign Office spokesman said _ to- 
day that British authorities were

Account of Kidnaping. 


Prendergast gave this account of 
the kidnaping: 

The child was sleeping alone in 
the back bedroom. A sister, Betty, 
10, was asleep in another room. 
The windows of Suzanne's room 
were unlocked. 


The kidnaper entered the bed- 
room either by using a seven-foot 
ladder which was found near an 
incinerator in the back yard or by 
using the rear porch. 

At 1:30 a.m. the Flynn’s Negro 
maid, Ethel Hargrove, said she 
heard a commotion in the child’s 
room, directly below, and that the 
Flynn’s two boxer dogs were bark- 
ing. 

The maid said she heard Suzanne 
pleading: ‘I'm sleepy.” 

Mr. and Mrs, Thomas Keegan, 
son-in-law and daughter of the 
Flynns, drove into the garage and 
said they heard the dogs barking, 
but saw no one. 


Degnan also heard the dogs but 
thought they merely had awak- 
ened and challenged the Keegans. 

The remainder of the night 
passed quietly. When the child 
was missed, the ransom note was 
found on the floor near Suzanne's 
bed. 

Written in pencil on a piece of 
oil-smeared paper, the note de- 
manded that the ransom be paid 
in $5 bills. 

The child was wearing blue pa- 
jamas and none of her heavier 
clothing or bedclothing was taken 
from her room by the kidnaper.

The 
Civilian Production Administration 
proposed that such hard-to-find 
garments as men’s suits, overcoats, 
shirts and unde:wear be set aside 
in “substantial proportions” for 
exclusive sale to veterans. 

While the agency left the extent 
of such reservations “to the judg- 
ment, experience and discretion of 
the individual retailer,” it said: 

“Where reasonable needs of 
service men cannot otherwise be 
met, reservations of up to 100 per 
cent of sych stocks for veterans 
is recommended.” 

In the low and moderate price 
field, the agency’s program for 
the current quarter calls for out- 
put of 3,500,000 suits to sell at $33 
or less.

The revolution involves the con-| 


fiscation by the state of virtually 
all commercial and industrial en- 
terprises without payment to 
owners so that state capitalism as 
practiced in Russia can get away 
to a flying start without any 
charges on the capital investment. 
It involves confiscation without 
payment to former owners of vast 
tracts of farmland and their dis- 
tribution in small lots to hundreds 
of thousands of peasants. This 
land will be private property for 
the most part, although provi- 
sions are being made for their 
cultivating it and distributing the 
surplus products through state- 
controlled co-operatives. 

People’s Courts. 

The revolution is being conduct- 
ed with every form of legality 
through the new “people’s courts” 
which are operating throughout 
the land under two laws. 

The first of these laws provides 
-for the punishment of collabo- 
rators with the Germans, Italians 
and Bulgarians, who overran Yu- 
gosiavia for five years of mass 


slaughter and national agony, or, 


with Ante Pavelitsch’s green- 
shirted Ustachi, who set up a 
short-lived state in Croatia and 
who were guilty, during their 
reign of terror, of killing more 
than 500,000 of their countrymen. 
Under the broad scope of this law 
anybody who kept factories, work- 
shops, banks, stores, hotels and 
other commercial enterprises run- 
ning during the period of war 
may be found guilty of collabora- 
tion if the people’s courts so de- 
cree. The only persons who are 
without any guilt are those who 
fled to the hills as partisans and 
waged active war for national lib- 
eration. 

The second law provides for the 
punishment of war profiteers by 
fining them the amount of their 

rofits plus penalties so large that 
n practice they must surrender 
their enterprises to the state, be- 
cause otherwise they cannot pay 
the fines. 

Enemy Property Seized. 

Beyond these two laws, there is 
a natural seizure of al) properties 
formerly held by enemy nationals, 
which come under the classifica- 
tion of war booty. Using these 
three legal devices, Tito’s gov- 
ernment, within a matter of a 
few months, apparently is going 
to possess all of Yugoslavia’s ma- 
chinery of production and distri- 
bution and run it through state 
functionaries. 

Naturally this revolution in- 
volved shooting a few persons, 
sending others to prison for sub- 
stantial periods of time and con- 
siderable terror among the former 
middle and upper middle classes, 
who will not know until it is 
over what their own fate or that 
of their properties will be. 

But there is no effective oppo- 
sition in the country. Tito and 
the little group around him are 
able and valiant revolutionaries, 
schooled for the most part in the 
political prisons of the old Yugo- 
slav regime. They were trained, 
too, in Moscow in many instances 
and honored by the masses of 
Yugoslavs for their gallant and 
triumphant resistance to the Nazi 
invaders during the years when 
those who are now their political 
enemies were trying to carry on 
business as usual under an alien 
yoke or had fled from the coun- 
try. 

3 Uncensored Tour. 

During a recent tour of 16 days 
through southern Yugoslavia, with 
considerable time in Belgrade, I 
received, as a visiting foreign re- 
porter, every possible considera- 
tion from the nation’s Ministry of 
Information and was told I could 
go where I liked ith special 
passes, so that gua ds who are 
now maintaining road blocks every 
few miles throughout the country 
could know who I was. 

Sava Kosanovitch, Minister of 
Information who helped Louis 
Adamic, the author, organize the 
United Yugoslav Committee in the 
United States, gave me a vast 
amount of official material on 
what his government is trying to 
do, Officials at the American 
Embassy, two interpreters and 
numerous enemies of the govern- 
ments gave me more. 

But all you would need, to see 
the wheels of this revolution turn 
around, would be to sit in the 


Hotel Moscow, in Belgrade, which | 


is one of the properties the state 
has confiscated, and read accounts 
of confiscation cases in the peo- 
ple’s courts as printed in Politika, 
Belgrade's leading newspaper, 
which is owned and edited by 
Tito'’s Minister of Education, 
Several Cases Dally. 

A new people’s court has been 
get up in every one of Belgrade’s 
seven wards and these courts 
judge several cases each daily. 
Here are the accounts of a few 
cases I read in a single day: 

“Mignon shoe factory, owners 
the two Petrovic brothers, accused 
of making 8,000,000 dinars’ profit 
during the war. They claimed 
they made only 2,900,000. Wit- 
messes proved they made 11,000- 
000. Court fined them 15 per cent 
of this sum for not making the 
proper declaration and _  confis- 
cated the plant.

More serious are the cases in 
the people’s courts which involve 
charges of collaboration with the 
enemy. Three such cases were re- 
ported in Politika during the 
three days I was in Belgrade, 


Death Sentences Given. 


Here they are: 

“People’s district court at Oseak 
has tried Dr. Tomislav Bulat, gen- 
eral director of the Bata shoe fac- 
tory, and 11 executives for col- 
laboration. It was brought out 
that while the Germans were in 
the country they occupied this 
plant, which worked for them, 
making 100,000 pairs of high rub- 
ber boots and 5000 pair of shoes 
in 1942, These were used by the 
German army. The director and 
one of his aids were sentenced to 
death and 10 of the plant’s execu- 
tives received sentences from two 
to 15 years. The whole prop- 
erty was confiscated by the state. 

“People’s district court at Za- 
greb has tried 17 directors of a 
Sawmill and tannery at Nascice, 
one of the largest enterprises in 
Croatia. It was proved their 
concern supplied the Germans 
with miscellaneous lumber, rail- 
road ties and charcoal. Two of 
the directors were sentenced to 
death and 15 executives received 
one year to 10 years at hard 
labor. : 

“In the district court at Zagreb 
the trustee of the Tivar factory, 


largest producer of ready-made) 


clothing in Yugoslavia, was tried 
for having produced for the Ger- 
mans and was sentenced to seven 
years at hard labor, with three 
years’ loss of civil rights there- 
after. The factory was confis- 
cated. It was brought out that 
the original owners of the factory 
had fled to America when the 
Germans entered the country and 
the trustee went to Switzerland, 
but returned voluntarily and man- 
aged the plant under German di- 
rection.” 

Within the same week the direc- 
tors of the First Croatian Savings 
Bank at Zagreb were tried for 
having given banking facilities to 
the Croatian state of Pavelitch. 
Two of the directors were sen- 
tenced to death. Twelve were 
sentenced to two to 20 years of 
hard Jabor with confiscation of 
all their private property, while 
the bank and all of its affiliates 
were confiscated by the state. 


Revised Yugoslav Constitution 
Gives State Broad Controls. 
BELGRADE, Jan. 7 (AP)—A 
revised draft of a constitution for 
the new Yugoslav republic was 
approved tentatively yesterday by 
both houses of the Constituent As- 
sembly. The document calls for 
nationalization of all mineral 
wealth, rail and air facilities, 
posts and telephone, telegraph and 

radio. 

Guarantees of private property 
and initiative in economic life are 
set forth, but all foreign trade 
would be placed under state con- 
trol. Cartels, monopolies or syn- 
dicates aiming to control or regu- 
late prices would be barred. The 
new diaft would make military 
service compulsory. 


Briton and 15 Italians Killed in 
Areas Yugoslavs Claim. 
ROME, Jan. 7 (AP)—A Trieste 
dispatch from the Italian news 
service ANSA reported yesterday 
that a British soldier was killed 
and another wounded when they 
were fired on by two unidentified 

civilians. 

The attack occurred in Venezia 
Giulia, where United States and 
British troops are standing guard 
until the boundary between Italy 
and Yugoslavia is determined. 

A dispatch to Rome’s L’Epoca 
said 15 Italians had been killed 
at Orserz, about 30 miles north of 
Pola, by “Tito agents.” Pola, on 
the east side of the Adriatic, was 
an Italian naval base until Mar- 
shal Josip (Tito) Broz’s Yugoslavs 
took it over. The dispatch, which 
gave no date of the occurrence, 
said it was assumed the 15 were 
killed because of their “Italian 
sentiments.” 


U. S., BRITAIN WON'T ACCEPT

Two of the neutral states, 
Sweden and Switzerland, have 
long been in the forefront of the 
most advanced democracies. Swe- 
den played an outstanding part 
in the League of Nations. Both 
countries have always maintained 
the highest standards in their in- 
ternational relations. The contri- 
bution which Sweden and Switzer- 
land can make to the firm estab- 
lishment of a future world organi- 
zation is potentially very great. 

There can be no question, I 
think, that both Sweden and 
Switzerland are entitled to imme- 
diate membership. It is true that 
during the earlier war years the 
government of Sweden believed 
itself forced to make decisions 
which were of considerable advan- 
tage to the Axis. The permission 
given to German troops to pass 
through Sweden, after the occupa- 
tion of Norway, is an instance. 
But in extentuation, it cannot be 
denied that the shadow of Ger- 
}man invasion hung over the Swed- 
ish people throughout the war. 
Our own military estimate in 1941 
was that Sweden could not resist 
a German assault for as much as 
four weeks. And Great Britain at 
that time would have been wholly 
unable to render Sweden any ef- 
fective assistance. 


Switzerland Was Endangered. 


In the case of Switzeriand, the 
secret records of the Axis powers 
will show that upon more than 
One occasion a Nazi invasion of 
the Swiss republic was imminent. 

For both of these countries the 
cost of a continuing mobilization 
to resist a German attack has 
been heavy. Both governments 
have suffered not only the Axis 
menace but likewise the pressure 
of the Allied governments. Their 
economies were constantly subject 
to belligerent reprisals. Yet the 
masses in both countries unques- 
tionably supported the democratic 
cause, 


Eire was in less danger of Ger- 
man aggression than the other 
European neutrals. And Eire by 
the offer of its ports and airfields 
could have aided the Allied cause 
more greatly than any other neu- 
tral. But the Irish government is 
wholly democratic, and has fre- 
quently demonstrated its devotion 
to the cause of international order..

Portuguese Attitude. 

Throughout the war the Portu- 
fuese government knew that if 
the German armies occupied 
Spain, Portugal would be cccu- 
pied as well. The purchase of 
strategic materials which the 
Nazis were permitted to make in 
Portugal was due to Dr. Salazar’s 
belief that if the German govern- 
ment was allowed to secure these 
supplies, aggression against Portu- 
gal would be less likely. But the 
Portuguese people adhered to 
their two traditional international 
friendships, those with Great 
Britain and Brazil. They approved 
of the use of the Azores by Brit- 
ish and American air and naval 
fo-ces. And, while their govern- 
ment retains its authoritarian 
tinge, the recent national elections 
have demonstrated a great meas- 
ure of popular support for Dr. 
Salazar. 

Ir. the case of Spain, a decision 
has already, of course, been 
reached, The three major powers 
announced at Potsdam that Spain 
would not be admitted to member- 
ship in the United Nations Organ- 
ization so long as the Spanish 
people maintained their present 
form of government. That deci- 
sion must be upheld. The evidence 
is conclusive that the Franco gov- 
ernment not only gave all of the 
assistance to the Axis cause which 
it dared to render, but also would 
be incapable of carrying out its 
Obligations as a member of the 
U.N. O.

There wvuld seem to be every 
reason why the United Nations 
Organization, as soon as it is of- 
ficially constituted, should admit 
t. membership all of these neutral 
states except Spain. Such a de- 
cision will presumably depend 
upo). the Soviet Union.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7 (AP) 
Fleet Adm, Chester W. Nimitz 
said today “all of us must work 
under the assumption that an 
emergency is imminent.”

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As Alcoa Stalls 


Stalling is obviously the tactic which the Alum- 
inum Co. of America has decided upon to 
obstruct the United States Government’s an- 
nounced intention of disposing of surplus alumi- 
num plants in such a way as to break up the 
aluminum monopoly. 

At the same time, Alcoa evidently intends 
fairly to ooze with good intentions and pleasant 
words. “It has been Alcoa’s announced position 
ever since it started construction of the Govern- 
ment-owned aluminum plants that it would grant 
licenses under its patents to the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation (or whomever operated the 
Government plants) on reasonable terms which 
were subject to arbitration if they could not be 
negotiated.” 

So says I. W. Wilson, vice president of the 
company. Mr. Wilson says also that the techni- 
calities “necessarily take some time to resolve,” 
but that “we are sanguine enough to hope that 
real progress will have been made by the time 
Congress reconvenes (on Jan. 14).” 

The Alcoa official’s fair words do not square 
with what is actually happening. Surplus Prop- 
erty Administrator Symington says bluntly that 
Alcoa has so far blocked the lease of two Arkan- 
sas plants to the Reynolds Metals Co., a com- 
petitor of Alcoa, by withholding licenses on 
patents without which Reynolds cannot operate 
the plants. 

Alcoa does not need to do any more than it 
is doing now to frustrate completely the Govern- 
ment’s effort to break up its monopoly. If the 
company can get away with it, all it has to do is 
sit tight and do nothing. If it stalls long enough, 
another Surplus Property Administrator may 
come in who lacks Mr. Symington’s fine fighting 
determination to bring Alcoa to book. Or Rey- 
nolds may lose interest in acquiring the plants. 
Or the plants may become useless through dis- 
use. Through delay, Alcoa has everything to gain 
and the Government has everything to lose. 


Alcoa is a monopoly and a partner in an in-" 


ternational cartel which operates to keep pro- 
duction low and prices high. The United States 
Government has set itself to the high task of 
breaking that monopoly in the interest of full 
production, with its corollaries of full employ- 
ment and low prices. It is the law that the Gov- 
ernment-owned aluminum plants shall be dis- 
posed of so as to break the Alcoa monopoly. 

Against this policy of the Government, Alcoa 
has grimly set itself. It does not mean to per- 
mit competition. It does not mean to permit 
aluminum to be sold as cheaply as it would be 
sold in a competitive market. It does not mean 
for the aluminum industry to provide as many 
jobs for American workers as it would provide 
in a system of free enterprise. 

So effective has Alcoa’s stalling tactic proved 
that Mr. Symington wrote to Senator O’Ma- 
honey of Wyoming, chairman of a Senate sub- 
committee on surplus property: 


The time has come to say frankly to Con- 
gress that it may well be that no disposal 
of any of the plants to competitors will be 
possible unless Alcoa changes its attitude, 
or unless the courts, acting under the Sher- 
man Act, reorganize Alcoa so that its 
monopolistic power is broken. 


What Mr. Symington is saying is straight talk. 
He is saying that it looks to him as though Alcoa 
had become too big and strong for the Govern- 
ment to buck except by whittling the behemoth 
down to the Government’s size. He is saying 
that the job is proving too much for him alone, 
and that in order to accomplish it he will have 
to receive the help of other departments of gov- 
ernment. 

The help should be forthcoming from the Fed- 
eral courts, in which an anti-trust case brought 
against Alcoa by the Department of Justice is 
pending. 

It is evident now to Mr. Symington, and his 
statement of the case ought to make it evident 
to everybody, that it is wishful thinking to ex- 
pect anything short of mandatory legal action 
to break up the Alcoa monopoly. Attorney Gen- 
eral Clark has said flatly that the only way to 
attack the Alcoa problem is to partition the com- 
pany. The Surplus Property Administrator is 
pleading for such action. In the interest of the 
Americans who pay the prices, in the interest of 
the Americans who need the jobs, Mr. Syming- 
ton should get it.

A Weak Disclaimer 


In reply to Senator Kilgore’s charges, the 
American Army administration says that “we 
know of no one who is working for his own 
selfish ends” in the industrial disarmament of 
Germany. That may well be. The fact remains, 
nevertheless, that the published names and con- 
nections of certain American officials do prove 
them old friends of Germany’s pre-war industry 
and cartels, 

It is an inescapable inference, we think, that 


such men, no, matter how sincerely they may 


wish it, cannot approach their task with the cold, 
surgical hands it needs. That inference would 
be reasonable even if there were not collateral 
evidences of undue softness, such as the lack 
of war-crime indictment against any German 
industrialist. 

The denial, therefore, is to little effect, and 
the less so in that its maker clothed himself in 
the convenient anonymity of ‘“‘spokesman.”

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Who’s “Hopelessly Split” Now? 

“The Democratic party is hopelessly split” be- 
cause of President Truman’s legislative program, 
Senator Taft charged in his radio talk the other 
night, but what about the Republican party? It 
isn’t exactly a united front against the Truman 
proposals; in fact, it is so disunited that Senator 
Morse of Oregon, another Republican, is found 
addressing a spirited rehuke to Senator Taft for 
his sweeping attack upon the program. 

Brother G, O. P. member or not, Mr. Morse 
doesn’t share Mr. Taft’s fear that the Truman 
program comes straight from the Soviet Consti- 
tution, via the Communist platform and the CIO. 
Instead, the Oregon Senator feels that his col- 
league’s remarks—which he calls a ‘“‘radio tirade” 
—show “in a frightening manner” why the Amer- 
ican people “cannot look to the reactionary Re- 
publicans, who are seeking to control the Re- 
publican party, to protect and improve their 
standard of living.” 


Who’s “hopelessly split” now? It’s true that 
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Democratic reactionaries oppose the Truman 
program, but it is reassuring to know that there 
are progressive elements among the Republicans 
who refuse to join the standpatters in blanket 
condemnation. So the lines seem to be forming 
for a repetition of the 1944 campaign, with Tory 
Republicans yelling ‘‘Communism” at any pro- 
gressive measure, and Republican liberals of 
the Morse-Stassen-Willkie type trying to get the 
party off the red-herring trail. 

The 1944 election returns should be a con-

GIs in Manila want to go home and are par- 
ticipating in an extraordinary series of demon- 
strations to make that fact plain to their com- 
manding officers. A march on Gen, Styer’s 
headquarters, mass meetings, publication of 
pamphlets and the collection of @ fund for ad- 
vertising their grievances in American newspa- 
pers—these are some of the means our troops 
are using. The demonstrations were touched off 
by the War Department’s announcement Friday 
that overseas troop requirements for the next 
half-year would exceed the rate of replacements, 
This means that men now eligible for discharge 
might have to wait as long as three months 
more. 

The GIs in Manila believe strongly that the 
brass hats have mishandled the problem of get- 
ting men home, and this belief was reinforced 
by a statement of Secretary Patterson in Stars 
and Stripes which was interpreted by the GIs 
as revealing an unfamiliarity on his part with 
the redeployment situation. No doubt the Army 
has made mistakes. The sudden ending of the 
Jap war found it lacking in complete plans. 
Moreover, it is easy to sympathize with the GIs, 
who feel they are stranded in a non-hostile coun- 
try. 

Without going into the merits of the particu- 
lar situation in the Philippines, or the particular 
charges against War Department bungling, how- 
ever, the Manila demonstrations are symptomatic 
of something far more significant. In Europe, 
too, our men have clamored to be sent home 
and their wishes have been granted to the point 
that the administration of our zone in Germany 
has been seriously handicapped. The wishes of 
the troops, moreover, coincide with the demands 
of our people at home. 

This leads to the disquieting thought that, 
once the last shot was fired, many Americans 
washed their hands of their international re- 
sponsibilities. which at this stage absolutely re- 
quire large numbers of troops both in Europe 
and the Far East. They are needed to win the 
peace. If we don’t win the peace, we will 
not have won the war. It is unfortunate that 
the War Department was not ready to relieve 
especially combat troops, but even that cannot 
excuse what has become virtually a stampede of 
American troops from vital foreign posts and 
from complicated jobs of foreign administration. 

If the United States is to play the part in 
world affairs to which it is committed, it is 
going to have to show a more adult recognition 
of what that implies than it has yet shown,

For 18 years, the doctors of a small New. England town have pooled 
their specialized skills in a clinic serving a wide rural area, writer 
! says; result is seen as a medical service of metropolitan quality; proj- 
ect, developed without endowment, is called model for profession.

The Hitchcock Clinic at Hanover, N. H., 
is a group partnership of 23 doctors, each 
expert in one medical or surgical specialty. 
Its function is to supply through group 
practice immediate medical aid, day and 
night, to the community and a large sur- 
rounding rural area. 


Twenty-four hours of every day in the 
year, medical help may be called through 
the clinic’s central switchboard. While the 
patient may choose his own physician from 
the staff, he will benefit by the judgment 
of other specialists if they are needed. 


The doctors of the Hitchcock Clinic pool 
their skills to care for the health needs of 
their community and its surrounding coun- 
tryside, and find it profitable to themselves 
as well as to their patients. 


A Tough Problem Solved 


The clinic doctors are working out the 
answer to one of the toughest problems of 
our time—how to make scientific medical 
care available to the people of a none-too- 
prosperous rural area, Today, regardless 
of means, no one in the upper Connecticut 
Valley need suffer for want of expert care, 


In 1927, there were five doctors in the 
township and a local hospital. The hospi- 
tal staff, the lecturers at Dartmouth Col- 
lege’s small medica] school and Hanover’s 
family doctors were all the same five over- 
worked men. 

The five doctors decided that the situa- 
tion called for some broad-gauge planning, 
And so, 18 years ago, the doctors set up a 
co-operative group practice. The senior 
surgeon now talking to me was one of the 
founding fathers. 

“Modern medical science and its parapher- 
nalia are too much for any individual to 
master,” he said. “The family physician 
can’t possibly give adequate service with- 
out top hospital facilities and specialists to 
supplement his skill when need arises, 


“You notice I don’t say substitute, but 
supplement. The relationship between the 
family doctor and his patient is valuable 
and we're trying hard to keep it. 

“Take the case of a child who swallows 
a safety pin. No matter how good the doc- 
tor, he needs reliable X-ray pictures, a 
laryngoscope and a specialist who knows 
how to go after that safety pin.” 


Not All a Matter of Fees 


“How do you find doctors willing to work 
for the love of humanity?” I asked. “Doesn’t 
everybody need rewards for good work?” 

“Of course the doctor needs incentive— 
but it isn’t all a question of dollars and 
cents. The rural health center must offer 
professional satisfaction to the fellow who 
loves his work. We kept on the lookout for 
well-trained specialists who liked country 
people and wanted to bring up their fam- 
ilies in a little New England college town.” 


As science opened up new fields, the Han- 
over doctors invited more specialists to 
join their group and become partners in 
the clinic. To qualify, each doctor must 
have a minimum of three years’ training 
in his own special line. He is sent each 
year to a big city hospital at the expense 
of the clinic for brush-up study in his 
specialty. 

This group sees the rural health center 
as a spur to country practice, now unpop- 
ular with ambitious young medical men. Co- 


operation with the clinic brings profession- 
al recognition and comradeship into the life 
of the doctor in isolated communities, and 
also helps to keep him in the main-stream 
of medical progress, . 

Admittedly, Hanover has advantages over 
the average small town. It is a college 
town, and Dartmouth attracts men of pro- 
fessional ability and teaching interest. But 
the clinic doctors feel that a group of med- 
ical men in any town can provide its own 
professional impetus and maintain its own 
scientific standards, 


Financially, the suecess of the clinic is 
not dependent on Dartmouth. The clinic 
has no endowment or subsidy. It has ex- 
isted from the first on the earnings of the 
doctors who comprise it. 


One Hitchcock doctor states the finan- 
cial policy this way: “If a farmer would 
have to sell his cow to pay for his wife's 
operation, we feel he needs the cow more 
than we need the money.” Office calls gen- 
erally costs from $2 to $10, home visits $3, 
deliveries and operations $100 to $500. 


A Unified Health Record 


Although the patient has an appointment 
with the doctor of his choice, examination 
may show that the condition could be more 
expertly treated by another member of the 
staff. Often a number of opinions, plus 
laboratory reports, are brought together 
before a decision is reached. 

Since the clinic partnership has been 
working for 18 years® it has the complete 
health-.history of practically all the young 
people. Such a unified record has great 
scientific value and may shed more light on 
a case than an hour of interview. 


The hospital has 196 beds and is the larg- 
est in New Hampshire. Wards, kitchens, 
laboratories and X-ray rooms teem with 
activity, In a year, the two specialists on 
the Hitchcock staff handle over 10,000 calls 
for the use of X-rays. The child specialist 
serves as school physician, the pathologist 
as coroner, the bacteriologist as inspector 
of food and water. 

“Soon there will be thousands of doctors 
coming out of the armed services with ex- 
perience in group medicine,” the senior sur- 
geon said. “I hope that rural health cen- 
ters like ours will offer them fine oppor- 
tunities—a good living and a chance for 
professional grawth. It’s up to the medical 
profession to organize these centers so that 
group practice can benefit both the patient 
and the doctog.” -

There is something rather tremendous 
about Mr. Feikema’s talent, something in- 
domitable, something native, fundamental, 
at times almost primitive. It gives a sense 
of individual power, sprgnging from the aue- 
thor’s conviction of his gifts and his abil- 
ity to use them, and, in using them, to over- 
come whatever almighty obstacles the uni- 
verse may present. The book itself is a 
great cry of health. 

This is not strange, for the subject of the 
novel is the conquest of sickness. The hero, 
Eric Frey, when we meet him is being re 
moved, dangerously ill, to a tuberculosis 
Sanitarium. For the greater part of the 
book he remains in bed, subject to the 
whims of nurses, the bickerings of other 
patients, the ebb and flow of the: disease,

Besides the disease, Eri¢ must conquer 
his predisposition to see the universe as a 
great Whipper, ready to strike him down 
at its pleasure. The fight with himself and 
his disease provides all the conflict neces- 
sary, The narrow physical limitations of 
the actigronly increase the drama of the 
battle. /Anyoné -who has ever been sick 
will admire Mr, Feikema’s understanding 
of the psychology of illness. 

The author does not give us enough fully 
developed character studies. Possibly the 
best portrait in the book, aside from that 
of the hero, is that of Theodore Fawkes, 
but we could have wished more of Eric’s 
other roommate, Huck, 

When Eric is too irritable with his fel- 
low-patients, too preoccupied with himself, 
Mr. Feikema the novelist inevitably loses 
insight into others. It is toward more such 
insight, and away from personal preoccupa- 
tion, that Mr. Feikema will strive if he 
wishes to become a major novelist, Thomas 
Wolfe, for instance, coneerned with hime- 
self as he was, gave us multitudes of riche 
ly developed characters,

The style is arresting, often too arrest- 
ing. Mr. Feikema’s taste is still rather un- 
sure, so that he permits himself phrases 
that have only their novelty to recommend 
them. A startling phrase can be too star- 
tling. Let Mr. Feikema—as clear an exam- 
ple of rich natural talent ag this reader has 
seen lately--try to moderate his striking 
effects. Some great authors—John Donne 
comes at once to mind--have been both 
startling and urbane. Perhaps Mr. Felke- 
ma, too, can achieve that difficult blend. 

It looks as though this man will be a 
prolific writer. Whatever the direction of 
his development, it is sure to be interesting, 
and it may well be important.

There are the unhurried pass- 
port a.d customs inspectors and 
the obliging train guards. Hotel

Your friends‘ houses in this 
bleak January weather, when the 
snow lies lightly on Sussex Fields, 
are not much colder than nor- 
mally. This means one room out 
of eight is heated with a small 
coal fire. Prosperous citizens still 
manage to provide the hospitality 
characteristic of the British once 
they take you to their bosom,

Again, compared with Ameri- 
cans, Lritishers are wonderfully 
courtepus, although Conservatives 
and officers long abroad complain 
that under the Labor Government 
the “common people” are “losing 
their civility.” 

Actually, victorious Britain has 
acquired none of the prerogatives 
of peace except the right no long- 
er to be killed. The dominating 
fact is that there is not enough 
of anything. Not enough food and 
fuel. Not enough clothing or fur- 
niture or house: or transportation. 
Not enough beer, whisky and 
cigarettes, Not enough of a thou- 
sand and one articles even this 
Spartan people had come to de- 
mand. 

Recently published production 
jigures for November show slow 
progress. It is, for instance, cal- 
culated that, during 1946, 470,000 
private cars will be produced. But 
goods hunger here is infinitely 
greater than in America. Com- 
pared with incomes, prices are un- 
believably high.

they could relax controls, import 
consumer goods and enjoy them- 
selves at least for a period. This 
no Englishman accepts. 


Both parties, while understand- 
ing that Britain has actually be- 
come the “biggest of the small 
powers,” intend to keep Britain 
strong and prosperous. They know 
the country has lost investments, 
exhausted its manpower and 


some resources, worn out its in- 
dustrial equipment and can no 
longer count on the fruits of im- 
perialism. Therefore, they intend 
to find substitutes. 


Politically they will try to lean 
on America as less dangerous than 
the Soviet Union. They will stress 
world government, They will seek 
a partnership with Western 
Europe. Economically, the present 
government is already proud of 
Britain's social services, its 
achievement in temporary hous- 
ing and education, and will iron 
out inequalities of wealth. 

Meanwhile, the British people, 
like eighteenth century Prussia,’ 
intend to pull in their belts and 
“starve themselves great again.”

Gen. Groves vs.

OU find some striking contrasts when you begin to try to 
determine who has shaped our policy on atomic energy. For 
two days Maj. Gen, Leslie R. Groves testified before the Senate 


Atomic Energy Committee. A careful reading of his testimony shows 
Several interesting things about the general’s point of view. 


He is very doubtful that any 
system of international inspection 


to prevent the development of 
atomic weapons can be made to 
work, That was stressed repeat- 
ediy in his testimony. 

He is more confident than are 
most of the leading scientists that 
other countries cannot catch up 
with the United States in the de- 
velopment of atomic energy. This 
country, he said, can keep ahead 
in what would presumably be an 
atomic race. 

While Russia was never men- 
tioned, it was fairly plain that a 
considerable part of Groves’ tes- 
timony, in response to questions 
from Senators, was directly relat- 
ed to the Soviet Union. Discuss- 
ing his “guess” that it would take 
other nations 20 years to come 
abreast of the United States, 
Groves said: 

“I would also like to point out 
that when you say my guess may 
be in error—which I admit fully, 
naturally—it may be in error in 
the other direction. It may be 
that instead of this being 20 it 
should be 40 or 50. A good many 
people who know and who have 
been in some of these countries 
tell me they don't think they 
could ever build it because they 
could never get, under their pres- 
ent system, men with courage 
enough to go in and make the 
mistakes that, are necessary to 
produce such a thing as this,” 


Groves Looks Into Future. 


A little later Groves said: 

“I think they have to consider 
how they are going to handle this, 
how much they are going to re- 
duce the rations of their people, 
and possibly how much money 
they are going to have to borrow 
from the United States to build 
these plants with which to attack 
us.” And later: 

“Now you cannot pass on the 
ability and the skill of manage- 
ment or of scientists, or of any 
other highly skilled workmen, in 
say, five years, and then liquidate 
the men, because you never know 
what problem is going to come 
up. You cannot pump a man dry 
unless it is something that is 
simple like a formula.” 

This was public testimony, But 
the testimony on this same sub- 
ject of international control of 
Atomic energy by one of the very 
greatest Americans of our time 
has never been made public be- 


cause it is still rated top secret 
under the secrecy regulations po- 
liced by Gen. Groves.

Purchase of an oil painting by 
Eugene Berman, entitled ‘“Pros- 
erpina,” from the Julien Levy 
Gallery of New York City, has 
been announced by the City Art 
Museum, -It is the museum’s first 
acquisition of a canvas by the 
Russian-born artist, who now lives 
in the United States. 

Berman, an exponent of the con- 
temporary neo-romantic school, 
spent 20 years in France, where 
he studied under Villiard and was 
strongly influenced by certain pe- 
riods of work of Picasso and 
de Chirice.

$300,000 LOVEJOY 
MEMORIAL PLAN 
AT COLBY COLLEGE 


WATERVILLE, Me. Jan. 7 
(AP)—Selection of Colby College 
here as the site of a $300,000 
memorial to Elijah Parish Love- 
joy, anti-slavery editor who died 
defending his press at Alton, Ill. 
in 1837, was announced last night 
by a memorial committee of edit- 
ors and publishers.

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Flyers’ Eddie Brown Suffers Probable Loss of an Eye as 


| He May Need That 


Eyeball Cut 
By Skate or 
Fence Wire 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 7— 
Tragedy struck the St. Louis Fly- 
ers club early this morning when 
they learned that one of their 
members, 22-year-old Defenseman 
Eddie Brown, had suffered prob- 
able loss of his right eye as a ye- 
sult of his crash into the boards 
in the first period of last night's 
game here with the New Haven 
Eagles, which the Flyers won 17-5. 

At 1 o'clock this morning, Dr. 
George Rubin, Eagles team phy- 
sician, announced that Brown's 
eyeball had been s0 severely 
gashed that after an hour and 15 
minutes in the operating: room 
doctors had given up hope of sav- 
ing it. 

Along with Rubin were Dr. Wil- 
liam Josephs, eye specialist of 
Grace Hospital, where the opera- 
tion took place, and Dr. Jacob 
Nodelman, eye specialist of New 
Haven Hospital. 

Team on Way Home. 
The team left here this morning 
for St. Louis, where it engages 
the Providence Reds tomorrow 
night. Late reports were that 
Brown’s condition was good, 

The injury followed a race be- 
tween Brown and Bob Dawes for 
a loose puck in the Flyers’ zone 
mear the corner of the _ rink. 
Dawes arrived first and as Brown 
sailed in to check him, he hit him 
only partially. Brown said he 
thought he had cut himself while 
falling down on Dawes’ skate, but 
other observers insist he ripped 
his eye going into the wire screen- 
ing above the boards. 

Dr. Rubin said that Brown had 
suffered a severe gash of about 
one inch on the eyeball itself, 
causing considerable damage to 
the cornea and to the iris, lens, 
retina and scelera, 

“While the eye has not yet been 
removed,” said Rubin, “we will 
probably have to take it out with- 
in a few days.” 

When told that he might lose 
his eye, Brown said, “Well, I'll just 
get along with one.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 7 (AP)—A 10- 
year-old boy, small for his age, 
was held by police as a juvenile 
delinquent today, after attempting 


to rob a hotel dining room, Wild 
West style, with two toy pistols. 

Blond and dirty-faced, he 
stalked into the 16-story hotel with 
a toy pistol in either hafad. When 
he approached the desk cf Miss 
Rennie Diamond, who nad been 
cashier in the dining room only a 
week, he slammed one pistol on 
the desk and shouted “This is a 
stickup.” 

The cashier jumped back in as- 
tonishment and as she did so the 
boy grabbed $22 out of the cash 
drawer and stuck it in his pock- 
ets. 

Just then a waitress, Miss Mona 
Smith, came over to the desk, pat- 


Capt. Harry B. Crimmins, for- 
mer president of St. Louis Uni- 
versity, administered the _ last 


rites to Gen. Anton Dostler, Ger- 
man army commander in Italy, 
who was executed by a firing 
squad for ordering the deaths of 
15 American soldiers without 
trial. 

Describing the execution, Capt.

Capt. Crimmins expressed the 
epinion the war criminal trials 
may prove to be a boomerang if 
the United States ever finds itself 
a conquered country. 

“Precedents now being set,” he 
said, “could be used against 
American officers and officials 
from the President on down. The 
Army and Navy are well aware of 
the implications. Their service 
journals view with decided misgiv- 
ings the present war trials in Ger- 
many 

Occupation Efficiency Drops. 

Capt. Crimmins left his post at 
St. Louis University in November 
1042, and went overseas the fo!- 
lowing summer as chaplain with 
the Seventieth General Hospital, a 
St. Louis University outfit. Upon 
its deactivation in Italy last Oc- 
tober he was assigned to Army 
headquarters and served two pris- 
oner of war camps as chaplain. 

Capt. Crimmins noted a marked 
drop in the efficiency of the Amer- 
ican occupation forces in Italy as 
a result of bringing home the most 
experienced men. 

“The replacements coming over 
are without experience in the com- 
plicated duties of rtmning an occu- 
pied country and administration 
has suffered, but I believe this is a 
temporary cordition which will 
correct itself.” he said.

ROCCOLI makes an excellent 
B sue vegetable provided it is 

not cooked until it is soft. 
When the woody peeling is 
stripped off the stalks, the cook- 
ing may be stopped when the 
stalks are still a bit crisp and 
yet they “will ve easily cut with a 
fork. The piquant dressing sug- 
gested is especially suitable for 
the broccoli, tut if time does not 
permit, the nard cooked egg can 
be added to your own or to bought 
French dressing. And another 
quick version which will approach 
it is to use bought salad dressing 
or mayonnaise and fold into it the 
whipping cream and a little lemon 
juice and rind to thin the dress- 
ing. Either fresh or frozen broc- 
coli may be used. Since this is a 
quite hearty vegetable salad, it 
fits well into the noon day 
luncheon. With a hearty soup 
euch as lamb broth with barley 
and hot crackerg and toast and 
a dessert such as the cherry 
cream pudding suggested in to- 
day’s menu, the result is not only 
a good looking meal but one that 
is satisfying. 

Broccoli Salad With Piquant 

Egg Dressing. 

One pound broccoli, one fourth 
teaspoon salt, one quart boiling 
water. 

Soak broccoli in enough cold 
Salt water to cover the heads 
to remove any dirt or insects. 
Strip. off any woody peel and cut 
off tough ends. Slice stalks in half 
lengthwise, Cook broccoli in 
boiling salted water for 10 min- 
utes. Lift out, cool, then cover 
and chill. Serves four, 

Piquant Egg Dressing. 

One egg, three tablespoons 
Sugar, one tablespoon flour, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon dry mustard, one-fourth 
teaspoon celery salt, one-fourth 
cup lemon juice, one-fourth tea- 
spoon fresh onion juice, one table- 
spoon butter, one-fourth cup of 
whipping cream, one-eighth tea- 
spoon lemon rind (grated), one 
hard cooked egg, diced, 

Beat egg until light in top of 
double boiler. Mix dry ingredients 
together and biend thoroughly 
with beaten eggs. Stir in lemon 
and onion juice and cook over 
boiling water, stirring constantly, 
until mixture thickens. Remove 
from heat and stir in butter. 
When cool whip cream and fold 
into dressing with lemon rind, and 
diced hard cooked egg. Serve 
chilled over broccoli arranged on 
individual salad plates. Add a 
dash of paprika. Makes about 
three-fourths cup.

Wash one-half pound prunes 
thoroughly, barely cover with cold 
water, and simmer until just ten- 
der.

Melt 3 table- 
spoons margarine in an eight-inch 
cake pan. Combine the two table- 
spoons sugar and two teaspoons 
flour and sift over the melted 
shortening. Over this arrange the 
prunes to form a pattern. Pour 
juices over prunes, (the one-half 
cup prune juice and also one-half 
cup orange juice). Sift cake flour, 
measure one cup, and resift three 
times with two teaspoons baking 
powder, and one-half teaspoon 
salt. Cream three _ tablespoons 
shortening until soft, add one- 
fourth cup sugar and cream until 
light. Mix in one egg, beaten, then 
add dry ingredients and one-half 
cup milk alternately, beginning 
and ending with flour, mixing well 
after each addition; add vanilla 
(one-half teaspoon). Pour batter 
over prunes and bake at 350 de- 
grees F. for 30 to 35 minutes. Four 
to six servings.

LONDON, Sunday 


S$ I told you before, I never 
A anticipate sea voyages with 

joy. When I finally said good- 
bye to familiar home surroundings 
and walked down the pier in New 
York, I must confess to a rather 
lonely feeling in spite of a warm 
welcome from a kindly State De- 
partment official and the presence 
of a few familiar faces among the 
photographers. I went aboard, un- 
packed and waited to be called to 
meet with the other delegates. We 
faced a battery of cameras on the 
deck, and when that ordeal was 
over I went to bed, hoping that I 
would awake well out to sea. 

Before long, however, I began to 
hear the fog horn and I knew 
quite well by morning that though 
we had-made a little progress out 
of the harbor we were at anchor 
again. The fog horn kept blowing 
off and on and several people 
complained that it sounded as if jt. 
were immediately under their 
beds, so there are advantages to 
having one deaf ear-—I can always 
go to sleep on my good one! On 
the whole, however, we made fair- 
ly good time and it was a pleasant 
trip. 

I knew I would have a great 
deal to learn, and I found every- 
one most kind in explaining to me 
what happened at San Francisco 
and how the charter was finally

whether or not the prostate has 
an internal secretion like that 
possessed by other glandular or- 
gans such as thyroid giand, ete. 


The specific cause of enlargement 
of the prostate gland is unknown. 
Many theories have been ad- 
vanced at various times. The one 
constant factor is age. Previous 
venereal infection hag nothing to 
do with enlargement of the pros- 
tate gland. 


Enlargement of the prostate en- 


dangers the life of the one af- 
flicted because of serious compli- 
cations that follow. These are 
due to (1) Mechanical interfer- 
ence with drainage of the blad- 
der. This is better described in 
common-sense language as the 
inability to empty the bladder 
completely. This leaves residual 
urine and eventually leads to in- 
fection. If this residual urine is 
small in amount treatment may 
avoid surgery, but if the residual 
urine increases in amount serious 
damage to the kidneys appears, 
the work: of the kidneys is im- 
paired, waste products, instead of 
being elir-inated are retained in 
the bl.od and uremic poisoning 
is precipitated. If these cases are 
allowed to advance without prop- 
er surgical correction, irreparable 
damage to the kidneys is invited. 
(2) Whether residual urine is 
present or not infection with 
bacteria is likely to develop. This 
leads to serious complications— 
blood poisu. ing (urosepsis) which 
may end fatally. 

It has been estimated that about 
20 per cent of prostate gland en- 
largements are cancer. Symp- 
toms: Early in the course of the 
disease symptoms may pass un- 
observed. Usually they progress 
slowly. Increased frequency of 
urination especially at night. is 
the mos’ common complaint. 
Sooner or later pain and burning 
are associaied with urination. 
Next comes increasing difficulty 
and straining with the passing of 
smaller amounts and at more fre- 
quent intervals. If allowed to 
progress the patient is unable to 
pass urine at all and Is forced 
to seek immediate relief. Early 
prostatic symptoms demand ex- 
amination by your physician and 
in so doing surgery in some cases 
may be avoided or if surgery is 
indicated it should be done before 
serious complicat' set In. The

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Nylons! Did You Say Nylons? 


How St. Louis Dealers Are Coping With This National Feminine Frenzy 


By Clarissa Start 


T is easy to spot the hosiery 
[ vuver of any department store 

or specialty shop these days. He, 
or she, has that hunted haunted 
look on his face, the taut expres- 
sion of a person under extreme 
duress. There is a nervous twitch 
to his movements and he looks as 
if a single word would cause him 
to break all standing broad jump 
records. Especially the word 
“nylons.” 

The nylon situation, now in a 
state of snafu-ment that even the 
Army would envy, is being han- 
died in a variety of ways by local 
stores that normally stock hosiery, 
but without exception the depart- 
ment heads admit that they are 
going quietly mad under the 
strain, especially as the wartime 
substitute, rayon stockings, be- 
comes less and less available and 
women become more and more un- 
willing to settle for cottons or 
bobby sox. The precious horde of 
nylons are being dis)osed of by 
every means from private Listings 
to lotteries, while in some of the 
stores, one gathers, the manage- 
ment sits day and night, des- 
perately regarding its small stock 
of sheer dynamite and wondering 
how to put it on sale without 
prejudicing the insurance, 

Even the three leading depart- 
ment stores have plans that are 
diametrically opposed in design and 
execution. Scruggs, Vandervoort 
& Barney has been following the 
order plan, orginiated, according 
to Earl O'Rourke, hosiery buyer, 
in the belief that it was the fair- 
est way to avoid discriminating 
against any one set of customers, 

“We didn’t want to favor charge 
customers over cash customers,” 
he said, “so we decided to take 
orders quietly without publicizing 
it. We started taking them Octo- 
ber 25, and have been filling them 
since December 20. We've now 
discontinued taking orders until 
we get caught up or have suffi- 
cient merchandise to put on the 
counters.” 

Stix, Baer & Fuller, on the 
other hand, “went out on a limb,” 
as one spokesman put it, by an- 
nouncing in advance that nylons 
would be put on sale when they 
arrived, and sold on a first-come- 
first-served basis. This was done 
on Friday, December 14, with the 
result that far more women 
queued up than could be sold 
nylons, and the final big push al- 
most toppled over the counters, 

“We immediately held a meet- 
ing and decided that couldn't con- 
tinue,” said the spokesmen, "“s0 We 
hit on our present pian of giving 
out cafds at the counter and hav- 
ing the customer go up to the sev- 
enth floor where we have a ‘race- 
track’ system of windows, one for 
each size, and they line up there.” 

The actual distribution of ny- 
lons in this way has worked 
smoothly, but now the hosiery de- 
partment has struck another snag.

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Although cards are distributed 
only once a day and not always 
every day, crowds begin assem- 
bling at 9 a.m. and stand five deep 
around the counter, blocking the 
center aisles, and causing sales- 
girls the same amount of uneasy 
apprehension that the French 
Royalists must have felt when 
mobs stormed the Bastille, 
a * - 

HIS method has also resulted 
in complaints from many cus- 
tomers who (a) work and do not 
have seven or eight hours a day to 
spare in patient waiting, or (b) 
are the non-belligerent type who 
express open fear that they would 
not have a leg to stand on, let 
alone clothe in nylon, after the 
fray. We spent some time stand- 
ing in the crowd in search of at- 
mosphere and also hoping to be 
there at H-hour, This latter did 
not materialize but the atmos- 
phere was plentiful. One woman 
leaned against the counter eat- 
ing popcorn from a paper bag to 
keep up her strength. Another 
clutched a small baby and would 
soothe him when he whimpered, 
with, “Just a few more hours, 
honey.” Another woman, guard- 
ing a little girl, said cheerfully, “I 
don't want her to get smashed 
against the counter. If she was 
mine I wouldn’t worry so much 
but she’s my neighbor's little girl.” 

Famous and Barr have yet to 
announce how they will dispose of 
their stock of nylons and aside 
from supplying a pair to each 
employe, as all the stores did, they 
have not sold any, a spokesman 
for the company said. Because of 
this, speculation is rife ~with cus- 
tomers and competitors alike 
spreading rumors that the store 
plans to rent the Municipal Audi- 
torium, the Arena, or the river- 
front plaza when complete, for a 
giant free style, one-fall-to-a-finish 
sale. 

Kline’s is another one of the 
stores which denies having any 
plan for the sale of nylons, Son- 
nenfeld’s has had the same type 
of “list” system as Vandervoort’s 
and their registration booth is 
still in operation, with orders be- 
ing filled in due time. Garland’s 
built up a list of good customers, 
not only charge customers but 
those who bought regularly from 
the hosiery department. 

“We went to no end of trouble 
and our girls put in a lot of over- 
time,” Mrs. Olyve Olsen, hosiery

and accessories buyer, explained, 
“but we had many grateful cus- 
tomers. From now on, we intend 
selling them over the counter, but 
in very small quantities to avoid 
confusion. The girls won’t know 
when they’re going on sale, and 
I may not know myself, so peo- 
ple won't be able to bring pres- 
Sure on us to Jet them know.” 

The Lerner Shop, 6th and St. 
Charles, which had the honor of 
attracting the first nylon mob on 
November 6, has not repeated this 
performance but sells small quan- 
tities occasionally whenever a 
shipment arrives. 

“We don’t let them stock up,” 
Manager William Poteet said, 
“That's when you get into trouble, 
when you have too many.” 

The Neumode shops have had 
no nylon sales—“over the counter, 
under the counter, or any other 
way,” a clerk said laughingly— 
while the Libson shops made up 
lists from their credit cards, cards 
issued to regular customers to 
allow them free merchandise after 
a certain amount of purchases, 
and sold one pair of nylons to 
each of the steady customers. 

The most novel plan in opera- 
tion is being used by the Worth 
shops, who advised prospective 
purchasers in an ad, December 28, 
that they could sign up at any of 
the three local stores and take 
their chances of being one of the 
lucky 1000 names drawn each 
week and sold nylons, The re- 
sponse, they said, has been “ex- 
cellent.” 
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REENFIELD'’S is also among 
(5 stores that sold their 
nylons quietly over the counter 
and intend to continue doing so,

Other nredictions are much less 
optimistic, ranging in length from 
90 days to eight months or a year. 
Buyers base such gloomy views on 
the fact that only two-thirds as 
many nylons are being produced 
as were purchased in prewar 
years and without the _ second 
choice of silk or rayon. Rayons 
are virtually unobtainable now 
since rayon yarn manufacturers 
are no longer compelled by gov- 
ernment directive to allocate a 
certain amount of yarn to hosiery 
manufacturers rather than selling 
all of it to their preferred cus- 
tomers, the yardgoods manufac- 
turers. A shortage of cotton has 
also prohibited nylon makers from 
stretching their supplies by mak- 
ing nylon legs and cotton feet and 
tops, and in addition to that, the 
postwar nylon made by duPont 
was slightly different than the 
prewar product requiring some 
experimenting, which slowed up 
productiun as well. 

“All in all, everything has been 
wrong,” one buyer summed it up, 
“and it’s made things that much 
tougher for us. Personally, I'm 
losing all my friends. I can't go to 
parties, can’t go anywhere with- 
out women besieging me and ask- 
ing me why I can’t supply them 
with nylons, 

“Right now I’m planning on 
going East for a few weeks,” he 
added, not specifying whether 
near or far East, and I hope 
things will blow over a little by 
the time I get back.

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Contract 
Bridge

T is almost childishly easy to 
| bring home the contract in to- 

day's deal—but how many play- 
ers can “spot” the key play?- 

South, dealer. 

Neither side vulnerable, 


The bidding: 

South West North 
2hearts 3dinmonds Pass 4clubs 
4 hearts Pass Pass Pass 

This is how the play went in @ 
better-than-average game: 

West led the club nine. The jack 
and king were played, and South 
ruffed. Now, preparing to ruff 
low diamonds in dummy, declarer 
cashed the ace—or other, he tried 
to. East, however, ruffed and re- 
turned a trump, Declarer won in 
his own hand, then, hoping the 
trumps had originally split 2-2, so 
that East was now out, he laid 
down the diamond king. When 
East ruffed that card it was all 
over—South had lost two tricks, 
had a sure spade loser, and could 
scarcely ruff his three low dia 
monds left in dummy. 

A hand such as this is nothing 
but an optical illusion! The con- 
tract is absolutely cold against any 
defense—if South steels himself to 
concede those tricks he can well 
afford to concede! The entire crux 
is not to have good cards ruffed 
away by the opposition. Moreover, 
the bidding should strongly warn 
declarer that he runs precisely 
that risk if he leads out the top 
diamonds—West's overcall certain- 
ly indicated length in the diamond 
suit. The eminently logical plan, 
then, is to guard against extreme 
diamond shortness in the East 
hand, and the way to do it is 
merely this: 

South, after ruffing the club 
lead, returns a low diamond. If 
East decides to ruff his partner's 
trick let him. Also let him return 
a trump, if he likes. South wins 
and leads another low diamond, 
If East ruffs this time he will have 
no trump left to return, At his 
own leisure South now can ruff 
his only remaining diamond loser 
with a high trump in dummy, then 
draw the trumps (if any are atill 
out), cash the top diamondg and 
the spade ace, and graciously con- 
cede a space trick, Four hearts, 
bid and made.
